{[FBIS Translated Text] Brussels — Few teachers 
showed up for the beginning of the new school year 
for secondary education in Burundi this week. Most of 
them responded to the clandestine call for strike. They 
want higher wages and better working conditions, DE 
STANDAARD learned in the capital of Bujumbura. 


"Tension continues to rise,” a development cooperation 
worker said. "Both Hutus and Tutsis are living in 
constant fear. Nobody trusts anyone anymore." 


In Bujumbura the situation seems quiet. The capital 
has been largely cleared from Hutus. On Saturday [21 
October], a commemoration took place at the occasion 
of the second anniversary of the assassination of the first 
democratically elected President Melchior Ndadaye. 
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The last few days the situation was particularly tense 
in the northern provinces. The guerrilla war which has 
been carried on by extremist Hutu supporters of former 
Minister Leonard Nyangoma for several months now, 
continues unabated. They try to ambush and overpower 
military patrols. However, the Army generally reacts by 
taking revenge on the innocent local population.

President Addresses Nation, Claims Death Threats

Sao Tomean President Miguel Trovoada has alleged that 
he has been the target of “death threats," and accuses 
"some political parties" of "spreading false reports." In 
an "address to the nation" carried by national radio last 
night, the president of the archipelago, where soldiers 
carried out an abortive coup d’etat last August, said 
among others: "Supporters of some political parties have 
worked out a strategy to dissuade me from running in 
the presidential elections next March." 


According to the president, these parties are "spread- 
ing false reports about troop movements up country." 
Miguel Trovoada also alleged "the existence of hired 
shooters poised to assassinate the president during one 
of his trips" within the country. He did not mention any 
party in particular. 


Miguel Trovoada reiterated "the urgent need to set up a 
government of national unity." After a two-day meeting, 
the main political parties called on 20 October for the 
"convening of a national conference within one month." 
Still in his address to the nation, President Trovoada 
described the situation in the country as "unstable," and 
noted that from the economic standpoint, all indicators 
are in the red. He cited the lack of foreign exchange, 
the high rate of inflation, and the depreciation of the 
local currency, the dobra, to make his point. The 
president further pointed out that his country "survives 
on international aid," and stressed the need to create 
"economic conditions" that will entice foreign investors.

Ali Mahdi Mohamed Says Libya Violating Law

Somali faction leader Ali Mahdi Mohamed accused 
Libyan leader Mu’ammar al-Qadhdhafi on Wednesday 
[25 October] of violating international law by rearming 
rival General Mohamed Farah Aidid, who was declared 
president of Somalia by a conference of his supporters 
on June 15. 


Addressing newsmen here, Ali Mahdi, who is chairman 
of the Somali Salvation Alliance (SSA) and also claims 
to be interim Somali president, urged the international 
community to intervene and stop "the gross violation of 
Somalia’s internal affairs by Libya." 


Ali Mahdi charged that weapons have been smuggled 
into Somalia by Libyans who are violating UN Res- 
Olution 733 of January 1992, which imposed an arms 
embargo on Somalia. 


Pointing out that Libyan military involvement in So- 
malia was aimed at destabilising the Horn of Africa 
nation, Ali Mahdi accused the north African nation of 
encouraging the latest rounds of activities carried out by 
militia of Aidid’s United Somalia Congress/Somali Na- 
tional Alliance (USC/SNA) faction in the southwestern 
town of Baidoa and elsewhere in the country. 


The faction leader warned that his SSA militiamen 
would from now on not hesitate to shoot at sight any 
Libyan military personnel seen near the green line, 
which divides the war-torn Somali capital Mogadishu 
between north, controlled by Ali Mahdi, and south 
controlled by Aidid and other USC/SNA factions. 
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Ali Mahdi also urged Libya not to recognise Aidid’s 
"illegal government” or try to open a consular office in 
Mogadishu, warning: "If something dangerous happens 
to the Libyans, al-Qadhdhafi will take full responsibil- 
ity.” 

Ali Mahdi’s view is shared by Osman Hassan Ali "Ato", 
Aidid’s former financier-turned bitter enemy, who now 
leads an opposing faction in the USC/SNA, based in 
south Mogadishu. Both men have refused to recognise 
Aidid’s administration. 

On September 25, Aidid’s aides claimed that Libya had 
become the first country to recognise his self declared 
Somali "Government" and that Tripoli had appointed an 
ambassador to Mogadishu, but Libyan authorities have 
so far neither confirmed nor commented on the claims. 
A statement issued then by Aidid’s Foreign Ministry 
said Libya had appointed Mustafa Salim Amush 4s 
Tripoli’s ambassador and Ahmed al-Margani as first 
secretary in its new embassy in Mogadishu.

Although Mr Mandela is entitled to vote anywhere, the 
ANC has taken the view that the president should not 
vote in solidarity with the people whose right to vote 
has been undermined..." 


Ramaphosa said Mandela would be moving around the 
country on election day, but details of his movements 
would not be released because of security considera- 
tions. 


Some of Mandela’s last engagements before election 
day will be to address ANC campaign rallies in Graaff- 
Reinet in the Eastern Cape and Soweto. 


ANC spokesman Carl Niehaus said he had been sur- 
prised to hear the National Party criticise the decision to 
hold a meeting in Graaff-Reinet. "They say we are tar- 
geting the coloured vote. The ANC does not apologise 
for targeting any group or community in this country." 
He said the ANC had decided on Graaff-Reinet because 
it provided a central point for the rural communities in 
the Northern Cape and the Eastern Cape.

Crime 


Crime and lawlessness present enormous problems 
for our communities. The ANC, together with the 
vast majority of South Africans, refuses to tolerate 
this situation any longer. That is why ANC branches 
throughout the country are participating in Community 
Policing Forums and other development structures. The 
South African Police Services require the organised 
involvement of the communities which they serve, 
in order to combat crime.

De- 
spite the Angolan Police report, the UNITA leadership 
continues to believe there was an attempt on Gen. Ben- 
Ben's life in Luanda on 14 October. [passage omitted] 


Beye also discussed issues pertaining to troop confine- 
ment. UNITA says that it has already officially begun 
confining its troops and that the first 500 men have al- 
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ready been confined to one of the assembly points in 
Huambo Province. A number of UNITA sources have 
lately accused the government and its media of being 
concerned only with the UNITA troop confinement and 
not at all with the government’s responsibilities in im- 
plementing the Lusaka Protocol. Those duties include 
returning government forces to their barracks, confining 
Rapid Intervention Police agents, disarming civilians, 
and repatriating mercenaries. (passage omitted] 


It would appear that the principal aim of Beye’s visit to 
Bailundo today was io try to get Gen. Ben-Ben to return 
to Luanda so UNITA can resume military talks with the 
government concerning the formauon of the Angolan 
Armed Forces. Apparently, those talks were going well 
and the most difficult obstacles had been overcome.

According to a UNAVEM [United Nations Angola 
Verification Mission] military source, UNITA troops 
intercepted the column — whose vehicles carried clear 
UN markings — between the localities of Ucua and Piri 
some 100 km from Luanda. Lieutenant Belchior would 
not allow the UNITA men to search the vehicles, and as 
a result he and another Portuguese soldier were verbally 
and physically attacked by the UNITA men. 


Lieutenant Belchior sustained bruises to his nose. 


There has been no official reaction to the incident 
but I understand that a protest will be lodged at the 
next meeting of the joint commission [monitoring the 
implementation of the peace accords] which is likely to 
take place this Friday [27 October). 


Incidents with UNAVEM columns crossing UNITA 
territory have been quite frequent of late, but this was 
the first involving an act of violence.

She stated that she spent three days 
in the bush fleeing the young Betes who manhandled 
her. 


Military sources also announced today that the attack 
launched on 16 October on the Kramo-Yaokro, another 
Baoule settlement close to Guiberoua, 270 km northwest 
of Abidjan, left at least one person dead and 74 missing. 


According to the sources, a team dispatched to the area 
by the ministry found "only one dead body, that of an 
old woman," in that village mostly inhabited by Baoule 
farmers. Out of the 78 inhabitants of the hamlet, only 
three could be found, an official of the ministry stressed. 
"We wonder where the others are. We do not know 
whether they took refuge in the bush or whether they 
were exterminated,” he added.

Rebel fighters of the rival ULIMO-J and ULIMO-K 
([Koromah) factions had been occupying villages near 
the highway since the deployment of peacekeeping 
troops in Liberia’s western Cape Mount County eight 
months ago. ECOMOG peacekeepers said that the dis- 
arming of the fighters followed continued harassment 
of the civilian population and attacks on medical facili- 
ties run by international aid agencies over the past two 
months. 


International aid agencies scaled down their opera- 
tions around the western Liberian rubber plantations 
of (Gotry) in August, in protest against an attack on 
a field hospital. A peacekeeping soldier was killed in 
an ambush the same month. ECOMOG said that the 
attacks had continued despite the beefing up of their 
regular peacekeeping patrols. One fighter of Alhaji Ko- 
romah’s ULIMO-K faction was seen locked behind bars 
by peacekeeping soldiers on the Liberian border with 
Sierra Leone for harassing refugees fleeing the war in 
Sierra Leone. One Nigerian officer told reporters on the 
highway yesterday that fighters of ULIMO-J were up to 
last week looting farms made by the displaced and the 
refugee population in western Liberia. With the guns 
taken away by their leaders, the villagers’ and refugees’ 
efforts to feed themselves will no longer be hindered, 
he added.

Since July, the coordination has withdrawn from the 
treaty and has claimed responsibility for "the attack" 
on a patrol of the national Army on 12 October. The 
division among the Tuareg movements was caused by 
a leadership problem among their main heads. The 
crisis broke out overtly late September following a 
last attempt to set up a single directorate charged with 
continuing the implementation of the treaty. 


The peace treaty is to end a conflict which began in 
1991 and officially resulted in the death 150 people. 
It determines the conditions for a partly autonomous 
administration by the Tuareg community in the northern 
regions of the country, where they are in majority. 
Among other arrangements, the treaty provides for 
the demobilization of the Tuareg fighters and their 
integration into the Army, the police or the civil 
service. The demobilization and integration operations 
are among the clauses of the treaty over which the 
discussions are currently stumbling.
